1 . The examiner notes with appreciation the Applicants' submission of the translation of the 
Japanese Patent Application No. 61-069283 cited by the examiner in the final Office action. This 
submission and also the IDS submitted on 9 January 2006 have been considered by the examiner.

(Currently Amended) A semiconductor display device according to any on e of 
claim[[s]] 1 to 15 , wherein the switching element is: a transistor formed using single crystal 
silicon; a thin film transistor formed using polycrystalline silicon; or a thin film transistor formed 
using amorphous silicon.
